Man is left intirely to his free will, 
whether he will be a Member of this 
Society, and enjoy the Benefits and Pri- 
vileges thereof, or be in the State of 
Infidelity, and take the conſequences of 
ſuch a State; but when Men are entred 
into that Society, * have ſettled Laws 


to be govern'd by, but any voluntary 


Act of their own, of Spiritual Rebellion,

The Kingdom of Chriſt, conſiſts of free 
and fincere Devoters, that offer up the 
Sacrifice of a .cheerful Heart, whereas 
none can cut themſelves off from their 
own Obligation, to the Supream Civil 
Power: Becauſe they are born into it, 
they have no jus in ſe but their Obedience 


is the property of the Civil Magiſtrates, 


which cannot be transfer'd without his 
Conſent: But the Chriſtian Society is 
founded upon another Bottom; as it is a 
mix d Contract, God is the Supream 
Arbiter and Judge, and at the ſame time,

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the conditions of the Covenant, and ha 

left every Man to his Liberty, whether 
he will engage therein, or not; he, can 
diſpenſe, with and. pardon Tranſgreſſions, 
and Ratisfy the Abſolutions of the Church 
upon Repentance, and the Covenant ſhall 
ſtill remain Firm and Good: But if a 
Man renounces this Covenant, no Abſo- 
lution can take place, but ſuch as reſtores

That Schiſm therefore cuts a Man off 
from the Communion of the Catholick 
Church, may be prov'd, from the Confi- 
deration of the Nature thereof. 

[f a Subje& rebels againſt his Sove- 
reign, or againſt thoſe Commiſhon'd by 
him, he forfeits Protection fo far, that 
his Life, which otherwiſe ought to be 
under, the peculiar Care of his Sovereigu, 
is juſtly forfeited; ſo that he who Re- 
bels againſt his Spiritual Governours, 
is cut off from the Benefits of Religious 
Society, which he might otherwiſe juſt- 
iy Claim, 

While a Man is in a State of Rebel- 
lion, he 1s, cut off from all Commerce, 
with his Fellow Subjects; they are bound 
D 2 to

to deſtroy him, upon all Opportunities, 
provided the Laws cannot effectuall 
be Executed againſt him: So a Schil- 
matick is excluded from all Spiritual 
Commerce and Comfort with his Bre- 
thren, he ought no more to be admitted 
to partake the Benefits of Religious Of- 
fices, than a notorious Rebel ought to 
he comforted, aſſiſted; or abetted, by 
his Fellow Subjects, when he is actually 
ingag'd in Rebellion. | 

The Condition of thoſe in a ſtate of 
Rebellion, 1s ſuch, that every publick 
Act of Government, Civil and Mili- 
tary, perform'd by them, is an Act 
of Rebellion; ſo praying or 2 
any Offices, that reſpect the Spiritua 
Government, is the very Act of Schiſm. 

The Analogy is bitherto exactly per- 
fect, but the remaining Difference, vis. 
how a Biſhop, can by a Schiſmatical 
Act, forfeit his Relation to his Flock, 
will be eaſily demonſtrated, from the 
aforeſaid Premiſes. 
For if a Licutenant of Ireland, we 
will ſuppoſe, in Queen Elizabeth Days; 
{ſhould declare, that the King of Spain 
was his Sovereign, and ſhould require 
_ | thoſe 
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thofe over, whom his Commiſſion ex- 
tended, to acknowledge him as ſuch ; 
the Subjects would be oblig d to oppoſe 
the Lientenant, and uſe him from that 
time, as a publick Enemy, their Obli- 
gation to obey him would ceafe, and 
their Duty to their Supream Head the 
Queen, would juſtify their Conduct to- 
wards him ; likewiſe, if a Subordinate 
Ruler or Biſhop in the Church, ſhould 
acknowledge an Uſurping Biſhop in ano- 
ther Dioceſs, he wou'd betray the Rights, 
of his Supream Maſter iſt ,, an 

ſhould be look'd upon, as a publick 
Enemy, to the Peace of the Church, and 
the Intereſts of his Great Maſter. 

For as I obſerv'd before, a Schiſma- 
tick cannot be in Unity with Chriſt, 
the Supream Head of the Church; 
becauſe he refuſes Obedience to his Sub- 
ordinate Officers, which is in Effect, 
refuſing Obedience to Chriſt himſelf,

Likewiſe, they who pretend to Re:

pation of Eceleſiaſtical Powers; tis the 
ſame, as a Company of Men in State, 
who ſhould form a Juno among them- 
ſelves, and exerciſe all the Regal Offices. 

If, Doctor, you had defin'd, what you 
meant by Church Communion, you had 
given me much greater Satisfaction, or if 
you had in plain Terms, taken away all 
Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction, I ſhould have 
known where to find you.
